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Council, Legislators Look 


Greenbelt Voters Show Strong 
Support for Clinton and Hoyer

With only two contested races 
on the ballot, Greenbelters fol- 
lowed the national trend and 
stayed away from the polls in 
larger than usual numbers. How- 
ever, Greenbelt turnout at 68 per- 
cent was still better than the na- 
tional average. Those who did 
vote gave resounding support to 
the Clinton-Gore Presidential 
ticket and to incumbent Member 
of Congress Steny Hoyer. 

On the key county ballot ques- 
tions, Greenbelters voted with 
other county residents to keep 
TRIM and to require referendums 
On most tax and revenue in- 
creases. The voting results were 
much closer here, though, than 
they were county-wide. Green- 


belters also joined with other 


countians in voting against creat- 
ing more political appointed posi- 
tions in the county government. 
President 

In Greenbelt, President Will- 
iam Clinton and Vice-President Al 
Gore drew stronger support than 
they did in their first election bid 
four years ago. The Clinton-Gore 
ticket drew 73 percent of the 
votes cast. as compared to 63 per- 
cent in 1992. The Republican 
challengers, Robert Dole and Jack 
Kemp, drew slightly fewer votes 
at 24 percent as compared to 
President George Bush and Vice- 
President Dan Quayle four years 





ago. The big loser was Ross 
Perot who dropped from 12 per- 
cent in 1992 to under 5 percent 
this year. 

Congress 

Hoyer garnered over 72 per- 
cent of the votes this year, 
slightly less than Clinton-Gore. 
While a very good showing as 
compared to the entire vote in 
the Fifth Congressional District 
where he received about 56 per- 
cent of the vote based upon in- 
complete tallies, the Congress- 
man did not do as well as he did 
two years ago when he took 75 
percent of the Greenbelt vote 
cast. 

Ballot Questions 

The margin of victory for the 
TRIM supporters was not as 
great in Greenbelt as it was for 
the entire county where about 64 
percent voted against repealing 
the tax rate limitation. For 
Greenbelt, the victory margin 
was a little over 5 percent. In 
one precinct, Springhill Lake, 
which consists entirely of apart- 
ment dwellers, 63 percent of the 
voters went contrary to the 
county vote and favored repeal- 
ing TRIM. 

All Greenbelt precincts fa- 
vored placing tax or other rev- 
enue increases before the voters 
at referendum, with the referen- 
dums to be held at the regular 


elections for congressional candi- 
dates. Ballot Question I was sup- 
ported by 58 percent of the 
Greenbelt voters. County-wide the 
favorable vote was about 65 per- 
cent. While there were significant 
variances between Greenbelt vot- 
ers and county voters on most is- 
sues, there was one ballot ques- 
tion in which there was close 
agreement. By a 63 percent to 37 
percent margin, Greenbelters re- 
jected the proposal of the county 
executive and the county council 
to amend the charter to permit 
more employees being subject to 
political appointment. 
Countywide, the unofficial tally 
was reported to be 64 percent to 
36 percent. 
Turnout 

Greenbelt’s 68 percent voter 
turnout was down from the 83 
percent turnout in 1992, the last 
Presidential election. It was better, 
however, than the Congressional 
election two-years-ago when only 
55 percent turned out. Usually, 
the North End precinct produces 
the largest percentage of regis- 
tered voters who turn out to vote. 
This year, however, by a very 
small margin, the Greenbelt Cen- 
ter precinct claimed the honors 
with a 74 percent turnout. The 
Springhill Lake precinct again 
trailed with a 57 percent turnout.

Curry Offers New Tax Differential 
Formula; Cities’ Suit Dismissed

The issue of a tax differential 
continues to evoke discussion and 
dispute between Prince George’s 
County Executive Wayne Curry 
and municipal officials within the 
county, including the Greenbelt 
City Council. For Greenbelt tax- 
payers, the tax differential cur- 
rently means a reduction in the 
county's tax rate on Greenbelt 


property of 37 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, as compared 
to the tax rate paid in unincorpo- 
rated areas, 

That rate reduction was frozen 
by the county council in 1995 at 
the request of the county execu- 
tive, who was faced with tough 
choices in his effort to balance a 
budget challenged by mandatory 


increased expenditures and insuf- 
ficient revenues. Greenbelt offi- 
cials contended that city taxpayers 
were entitled to a higher tax rate 


reduction, based upon an existing, . 


complicated formula first adopted 
in 1983. 

Members of the Greenbelt 
council, as individuals, joined

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At Old Issues, Plan New

Every year the Greenbelt City 
Council holds a dinner meeting 
with the three delegates to the 
state legislature representing this 
district—Mary Conway, James 
Hubbard, and Joan Pitkin—and 
State Senator Leo Green, as well 
as the city’s county council repre- 
sentative, Audrey Scott. Held 
near the end of the calendar year, 
the event provides an opportunity 
for council to convey the city’s 
interests concerning issues that 
may come before the General! As- 
sembly of the State of Maryland 
and the Prince George’s County 
Council. 

As a way of assessing what 
happened last year to items on 
the city’s wish list, and to receive 
a reading from members of the 
city council concerning the priori- 
tizing of interests to be presented 
at this year’s meeting, City Clerk 
David Moran prepared a memo 
which was discussed at council’s 
regular meeting on October 28. 

Tax Differential 

At the top of last year’s list 
was the effort to amend the 
county’s tax differential law, 
which would have provided tax 
relief to municipalities in lieu of 
services which they provide their 
own citizens but which are pro- 
vided elsewhere by the county. 
Two bills dealing with this issue 
were overwhelmingly defeated by 
the House County Affairs Com- 
mittee because of the serious 
budgetary shortfall confronting 
the county last year. 

Although a bill is currently 
before the county council to 
change the county’s tax differen- 
tial formula, expected to 
Greenbelt’s benefit, this item will 
still remain within the four most 
urgent concerns on this year’s 
list. The city will support a bill 
before the legislature, expected to 
be introduced by the city of 
Berwyn Heights, to include 
Prince George’s County with 
Howard and Anne Arundel Coun- 
ties under current tax differential 
legislation. 

Planning and Zoning Authority 

Second on last year’s list were 


Be! bills concerning planning and 


zoning authority. One bill—PG/ 
MC 16, which requires a super- 
majority of the district council 
(the county council acting on 
zoning matters) to over-rule a 
municipality’s opposition to a 
particular action—was enacted.

Another, which has a good 
chance this year, according to 
Delegate Hubbard, passed the 
house but failed in the senate. It 
would extend to municipalities 
certain limited zoning responsi- 
bilities, such as control over 
signage, that have already been 
granted to revitalization districts. 

A third bill would grant to 
certain municipalities (Bowie, 
College Park and Greenbelt) 
planning and zoning authority. 
These two remaining bills on. 
planning and zoning top this 
year’s list for the city council. 

Fire House Funding 

Another item high on the list 
last year still has a high priority. 
The 1996 request for a $250,000 
bond issue for renovation of the 
fire house was not met; however, 
the county and city cooperated to 
make some improvements to the 
parking lot. Reduced by that 
amount, this year’s request would 
be for $200,000. 

Shifts in Priorities 

Through discussion at the Oc- 
tober 28 meeting, 
councilmembers moved into one 
of the top four positions the topic 
of maintenance along state high- 
ways of sidewalks, bicycle facili- 
ties and street lights. This issue, 
directed to what Mayor 
Antoinette Bram describes as 
“traffic calming,” was drawn 
from a group of four priorities 
put forward by the Maryland 
Municipal League and was origi- 
nally introduced by Greenbelt. 

Two other issues, which the 
Moran memo had listed as 2nd 
and 3rd, were demoted by coun- 
cil from the top four issues, al- 
though they would be highlighted

The articles about once again 
tearing up the Roosevelt Center 
plaza for “renovations” have me 
mightily riled. It seems like only 
yesterday? that the new benches, 
planters, and paving were in- 
stalled there. Then came the ex- 
tensive re-planting of trees along 
Centerway, at what seemed to me 
to be‘an outrageous cost per tree. 
How much was it? 

Now they want to tear up the 
plaza again. I remember when it 
was a hot and sunny wasteland, 
with very few pedestrians bother- 
ing to usé it. Now the trees 
have grown big enough to actu- 
ally provide shade for the 
benches and tables: the chess/ 
checkers tables are being used, 
people can sit down comfortably, 
rest, people-watch, and feel, part 
of the community. I am sure it 
was not more than a year ago 
that several of those thick 
wooden seats were being. in- 
stalled. How much did they cost? 

When murmurs began to reach 
me about the trees being. unsuit- 
able, I looked at them. Sure 
enough, they are of a variety that 
branch out early in their develop- 
ment cycle, close to the ground. 
Further inspection showed one of 
those trees had grown to maturity 
with mainly two big branches 
forming a “Y” from a perhaps 6- 
foot high trunk. The “Y” had not 
yet split, but I could imagine that 
in.a_ year or two it might. But the 
breaks had not yet begun to be 
visible. The tree was still viable.

distance exceeding 20 feet or so. 
The supposed obscuring of the 
view is just a lot of bosh. 

It is a good statue. It 1s a 
wonderful monument for this 
little city. It should be preserved. 
This will require a lot of money, 
and (no doubt) public discussion. 
First, a respected conservation 
expert, one who is an outdoor 
stone sculpture conservator, 
should be employed to fill the 
cracks, perhaps restore missing 
bits of stone, and to coat it with 
a protective surface impervious to 
the weather and the depredations 
of thoughtless vandals. 

Further, that ugly, sloping, 
sprawling, discolored concrete 
base should be replaced with real 
stone. The quarry where it came 
from is surely known. Then a 
clever black iron fence should be 
designed to surround the statue 
and base, about two feet from it. 
This fence should be in an art- 
deco style, high enough to keep 
small boys from getting over it, 
but low enough so that the view 
of onlookers is not interrupted. 
The same kind of fence should 
be run along the edge of the 
slope that suddenly falls off to 
the parking lot below. 

This will cost a pretty penny. 
A good conservator is not cheap 
and will need a month or so to 
do the work. 

If the City Council is eager to 
spend its money on 15 or 20 
trees (at at least $1,000 per tree), 
new benches that we don't need, 
and replacing a pavement of 


- fake-brick with conglomerate, it

Metaphors 

When I heard the crickets this 
morning, I was just putting my 
feet over the side of the bed.

John came down to breakfast 
one morning in August when we 
were in the thick of mess and 
noise.

The Greenbelt City Council met 
with the local Fraternal Order of 
Police (FOP) in a worksession on 
Tuesday, October 22." Agenda 
items included a proposal to add a 
rank of Master Patrol Officer 
(MPO) to the current police officer 
rank structure and a proposal to 
establish an FOP leave pool. 
Master Patrol Officer 
The FOP proposed a new posi- 
tion between the ranks of Private 


First Class and Corporal. The pur- . 


pose is to give qualified police of- 


ficers with the rank of Private First : 


Class (PFC) an opportunity to per- 
form supervisory functions and to 
provide those PFC officers who 
have served at least three years an 


opportunity for promotion and rec-’ 


ognition for their acquired skills 
and service to the department. 
The FOP also believes that institut- 
ing this proposal will improve mo- 
rale on the force. Once selected 
for promotion to MPO, officers 
would receive additional training. 
The MPO rank might discourage 
some officers from separating to 
join nearby police forces with bet- 
ter benefits. Once appointed an 
MPO, an officer would receive a 
2.5% pay raise. 

The current Greenbelt police 


force is composed of 48 sworn po- 


lice officers; 23 members currently 
hold the rank of Private First Class 
(PFC). Under current force struc-

remain PFCs for their entire ca- 
reers with the department. 
Council agreed with the MPO 
concept. Additionally, they decided 
to commence the program for a trial 
period with an initial eight MPO bil- 
lets. The department and city man- 
ager will work jointly to establish the 
position description and other details 
of the program. 
FOP Leave Pool 
In October 1995, the FOP pro- 
-posed that the City Council estab- 
lish a leave pool for use by its of- 
ficers. The purpose of the pool is 
to enable FOP officers to take 
leave in order to conduct FOP 
business. It would be created from 
a voluntary contribution of four 
hours of annual leave from each 
swom member of the department. 
A 160 hour ceiling would be es- 
tablished on the number of the 
hours in the pool. The FOP presi- 
dent would authorize all leave us- 
age. Formation of the leave pool 
would begin on the first pay pe- 
nod of January 1997 with the de- 
duction of four hours of annual 
leave from each member. 
Council reviewed the proposal 
once more and expressed general 


support for instituting the policy. 


The FOP representatives were 
asked to prepare a detailed state- 
ment on the leave policy for Coun- 
cil to consider and act upon.

other municipal officials in a 
lawsuit before the Circuit Court to 
challenge the county’s freeze. 
Their motion for summary judg- 
ment was denied on September 5, 
however, by Judge Thomas 
Rhymer, Instead, the judge granted 
the county’s cross-motion for sum- 

mary judgment of dismissal, and 
dismissed the suit. The county ar- 
gued that was in compliance with 
Maryland statutes concerning tax 
differentials. 

The municipal representatives 
have filed an appeal of the judge's 
decision. However, it will be 
some time before a judicial review 
at a higher level takes place. In 
the meantime, the municipalities 
and the county may possibly reach 
agreement on a new differential 
formula proposed by the county 
executive’s staff. 

New Formula 

Curry calls the new formula 
simpler, making the outcomes 
more predictable and ensuring eq- 
uity between jurisdictions. County 
staff contend that inequities in the 
old formula made some munici- 
palities winners and most others 
losers. In their rankings, Bowie 
was the number one winner and 
Greenbelt the number one loser. 
Curry called the formula one that 
tended to favor wealthier commu- 
nities over the poorer. County 
councilmember Audrey Scott, on 
the other hand, who represents 
both Greenbelt and Bowie, said 
that the legislation “appears to pit 
municipalities against each other, 
the ‘divide and conquer’ theory.” 

In his analysis for the city 
council, Greenbelt City Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin found 
that the current formula worked 
to the disadvantage of communi- 
ties that provide a lot of services 
—particularly a police force, such 
as Greenbelt. He found the new 
formula, on first review, to appear 
to be favorable to the city. Ac- 
cording to information prepared 
by the county, the Greenbelt tax 
differential for the next fiscal year 
(FY1998) will be only 33 cents 
under the current law, a drop of 
four cents, but would be 35 cents 
if the new formula is adopted. 

Study Committee 

On October 3, the Finance and 
Taxation Committee of the county 
council, by a 3 to 2 vote, referred 
the new proposal to a study com- 
mittee which would include mu- 
nicipal officials. That committee 
is supposed to report back before 
January 1. However, the commit- 
tee has not yet held its first meet- 
ing, according to McLaughlin. 

The tax differential formula is

intended to recognize that the 
county does not perform as many 
services in municipalities as it does 
in the unincorporated areas be- 
cause it relies on the municipalities 
to perform services for their own 
residents. For that reason, it 1s ar- 
gued, the property tax rate paid by 
municipal residents should be less 
than that paid by non-municipal 
residents, 

The formula gets complicated 
because some municipalities per- 
form a greater amount of service 
than others, and some provide a 
greater amount of service to resi- 
dents than the county offers. Mu- 
nicipalities and counties also share 
in a variety of revenues passed 
down to them from the state. 
These revenues have to be taken 
into consideration in determining 
the cost of the service provided 
from property tax revenues. 

For the most part, the differen- 
tial involves expenses for street 
and road maintenance and law en- 
forcement. Greenbelt has a large 
full-service police department that 
relies very little upon the county 
department, while Bowie and Col- 
lege Park do not have police de- 
partments of their own and rely 
upon the county police.

Clothing of 1930s Brings 
Back Memories to Many

For many members of the 
large audience gathered in the 
Multipurpose Room of the 
Greenbelt Community Center 
on Thursday, October 10, the 
evening’s topic was a nostalgic 
trip into the days of their child- 
hood or youth. The subject 
was the clothing of the 1930s 
and its reflection of larger cul- 
tural issues of the period. The 
program, which was presented 
by the Friends of the Greenbelt 


fuseum (ROGM), - featured . 


University of Maryland cultural 
historian Dr. Jo Paoletti. 

With slides illustrating draw- 
ings from fashion. magazines 
and advertisements from Sears 
catalogs, Paoletti began by em- 
phasizing the dress silhouette of 
the period—slim, with a skirt 
flared only a few inches above 
the hem—and the most-typical 
suit for men—not the double- 
breasted model made popular in 
the Godfather films—but the 
standard single-breasted model. 

What was lacking, in photo- 
graphs of ordinary people at 
play and in leisure activities, 
was specialized clothing for 
such occasions. People just 
wore their old clothes when 
they went fishing or played ball 
or when mother worked around 
the house. 

In fact, what mainly distin- 
guished the 1930s from the 


present time was the total num- 
ber of clothing items a person 
might own. A schoolgirl of the 
1930s, for example, might own 
as few as two dresses alto- 
gether which would be suit- 
able for wearing throughout 
the week. 
FOGM Exhibit 

With slides created by photo- 
graphing items on exhibit else- 
where in the building, “Images 
and Voices of Greenbelt,” which 
is also sponsored. by FOGM, 


Paoletti demonstrated the great. . 


care taken by creators of these 
garments, all of which had been 
hand-sewn. The skills of the 
makers had been very high, and 
the time lavished in creation of 
the garments had been exten- 
sive, she pointed out. 

For example, several gar- 
ments showed beautiful hand 
embroidery or were embellished 
with crocheted trim. Deep 
hems and wide seams were 
characteristic—a high standard 
made necessary by the possible 
future need for letting down 
and letting out as a young per- 
son grew. 

A pair of men’s underpants, 
labeled in the exhibit as made 
of muslin, was, in fact, made 
from flour sacking, Paoletti 
said. If you were so poor you 
had to make such a garment, 
you were also too poor to buy 
special cloth, when sacking 


was available free, she 
pointed out.
